The county council adjourned late 
yesterday Tif'teriiooii 
after 
having 
completed its lienal work in the an­ 
nual session of appropriating the 
money for the expenses of the coun­ 
ty next year. 
Out of the total ap­ 
propriation of £59,422.10, which was 
asked for 
by the 
various 
county 
boards and officials, £58,865.16 was 
appropriated. Only $557 was pruned 
out of the budgets which were pre­ 
sented to the council. 
f 
The county rate was not changed. 
It was twenty three cents on the hun­ 
dred dollars. 
It is much lower than 
the tax rate of any adjoining coun­ 
ties or'-of any county iii this .section 
of the State. There are few counties 
which have a rate as low as thirty 
cents, while many of them are above 
forty. 
The usual tax levy to 
pay 
the 
coml house bonds was reduced one 
cent on the hundred dollars this year, 
when it was changed from eleven to 
ten cents. 
The levy to pay the inter­ 
est in the bonds was fixed at .0315. 
The most pruning was done iii the 
county 
superintendent of 
school’ 
budget. 
Ile asked for an appropria­ 
tion of $300 to pay for an assistant 
which lie is allowed according to an 
aet of the last legislature. 
C. M. 
George appeared before 
the board 
yesterday afternoon and said that he 
could not attend to the schools and 
keep his office iii the court 
house 
open all the time. 
He said that he 
needed an assistant part of the time 
to be iii charge of the office. In view 
of the fact that former county sup­ 
erintendents have attended to the of­ 
fice without an assistant the county 
council held that the same could hold 
good now. 
The desired appropria­ 
tion for county superintendent’s sup­ 
plies was cut $25. 
Thirty-eight dol­ 
lars. however, was allowed to pay 
for the assistant who has already 
done some work for the county sup­ 
erintendent. 
One thousand, one 
hundred and 
eighteen dollars was pruned out of 
the commissioners’ budget. The coun­ 
cil cut the allowance for a hired girl 
at the county poor asylum $56 and it 
is supposed that lier wages will 
be 
lowered. 
The appropriation 
asked7 
for supplies for the county farm was 
cut down $56. 
An appropriation of 
$1,025 for two bridges was disallow­ 
ed. 
The council refused to ‘appro­ 
priate $50 for traveling expenses for 
the county attorney which was asked 
by the commissioners. 
The appropriation asked for sup­ 
plies in the recorder’s office was re­ 
duced $30 and an appropriation for 
supplies in the clerk’s office was cut 
down $15. 
It will be noted 
im®4he list 
that 
there is an appropriation for 
$500 
under the head of court 
house ex­ 
penses for the repair of buildings 
and care of grounds. 
It is the in­ 
tention to use the greater portion of 
that amount 
for 
beautifying the 
court house lawn. 
It has long been 
the desire of many present and for­ 
mer Rush county officials as well as 
business men to get an appropriation 
to plant trees and establish flower 
beds and shrubery in the yard so 
that it could be made to look more 
artistic. 
Last year the council was 
asked to make such an appropria­ 
tion, but refused.

In dian ap olis, Ind., Sept. 9 — C harged 
with th e th e ft of m on ey w hich m ay 
am ount to $10,000, from th e Brown 
K etcham Iron w orks, during a serv ice 
of sev en or e ig h t years as paym aster 
at th e plant, H arry B. H olliday, aged 
thirty, has been arrested. 
H olliday w as arrested im m ed iately 
after b ein g charged w ith th e th eft, 
when h e ad m itted the truth o f the 
charges. 
H e w as arraigned before 
Judge C ollins and bound over to the 
grand jury. 
Holliday, w ho is married and has a 
-hild, says Mr. S taln aker, receiv er for 
;he plant, has the proof of his th efts 
m d he w ants to “g e t through w ith it’ 
•as soon as p ossib le. 
T he Holliday th e fts are not con n ect­ 
ed in any w ay w ith th e d efa lca tio n s 
o f F rank J. V in son, p urch asing agen t 
for th e com pany, w ho w as arrested in 
July and is now a w a itin g action by the 
grand jury. 
V in so n ’s alleged embez 
zlem en t w as in the neighborhood of

Discovery of Error Puts 
It In Western Part 
of Bloomington 


i HE director of the census in 
presenting the final statement 
of the location of the center of 
population announced that an 
error was made in the preliminary 
statement of July 17 last, in which the 
longitude was given as SO degrees 23 
minutes 24 seconds west. 
The correct statement of the longi­ 
tude of the center is 80 degrees 32 
minutes 20 seconds west, changing the 
position of the point nine minutes, ap­ 
proximately eight miles farther west, 
and locating the center of population 
in southern Indiana, at a i*>int in the 
western part of the city of Blooming­ 
ton, Monroe county. 
In the statement of last July the 
population center was placed In Bro^rn 
county, Iud., eight miles due east of

west is to a large extent due to the in­ 
crease in population of the Pacific 
coast states, their distance from the 
center 
giving 
them 
much greater 
weight than the populous states east of 
the center. For instance, San Francis­ 
co, Seattle, Portland and Sacramento, 
with a population of 900,016, have as 
great an influence on the center as 
Philadelphia, Boston and Baltimore, 
with a population of 2,778,078. 
The 
west movement of the center in the 
past decade is the same as its move­ 
ment from 1820 to 1830. 
The closeness with which the center 
of population through its western 
movement has clung to tile parallel 
39 degrees of latitude is remarkable. 
The most northern point was reached 
in 1790 and the most southern point

CHARGE MAYOR WITH 


ACCEPTING A BRIBE 


Tom Knotts, Gary Executive, fo­ 
rested Again. 


Gary, Ind., Sept. 9.—On the charge 
of soliciting and accepting a bribe of 
$5,000 for signing the Dean heating 
franchise, Thomas lh Knotts, mayor of 
Gary, 
has 
been 
arrested. 
The 
mayor was arrested by deputy sheriffs 
who entered his office shortly after 
T. B. Dean, who signed the affidavit 
came from the executive office with 
the franchise. 
Before entering the office Dean was 
searched by four persons to prove that 
he was taking money into the room 
When he came from it he was again 
searched. 
He told the deputies to 
serve the warrant and they would find 
the money in an envelope in a pigeon 
hole in the mayor’s desk. 
The depu­ 
ties then went into the room, arrested 
the mayor, who was released after he 
had given $5,000 bond signed by his 
brother, A. F. Knotts, former mayor of 
Hammond. 
Immediately after the mayor’s ar­ 
rest the officers started for other city 
officials. 
They met W aalter Gibson, 
councilman, and served him with a 
warrant, charging him with soliciting 
a $500 bribe. Gibson was arrested last 
winter on bribery charges preferred 
by Mayor Knotts. His case is now’ in 
the superior court. 
Mayor Knotts’s career as mayor has 
been a stormy one. Last June he was 
acquitted in the Porter circuit court 
o f election frauds and of conspiring to 
murder Sheriff Grant. 
He is also 
awaiting trial on the charge o f embez­ 
zling $2,000 of the city court funds 
which were entrusted to his care while 
acting as city judge. 
Mayor Knotts 
said that there is absolutely nothing 
o n which to base his arrest. When it 
was suggested that it seemed to be a 
common thing to arrest the mayor o f 
Gary, Mr. Knotts said: 
“It looks that way, and this arrest 
is just like all the 
other arrests. 
There is nothing 
back of it. 
The 
charges will not last long when they 
are tried in court, if they are ever 
tried.” 
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Bloomington. Citizens of Brown coun­ 
ty celebrated the announcement and 
erected a monument marking the spot. 
The error referred to occurred In 
multiplying 319,198 population by its 
distance from the assumed meridian 
of 1851.0 miles.

In ten years the center of population 
has moved west 43 minutes 26 seconds, 
or about thirty-nine miles, and north 
86 seconds, or about s e v e n -tenths of a 
mile. 
The great increase in the population 
of New York, Pennsylvania and cer­ 
tain other states north of the thirty- 
ninth parallel has balanced the in­ 
crease in Texas, Oklahoma, the In­ 
dian Territory and southern Califor­ 
nia. The greater advance toward the

The government literature 
tells the electors that reciprocity in 
natural products has been the avowed 
policy of all Canadian governments, 
Liberal and Conservative, since con­ 
federation and that it means increas­ 
ed prosperity for the Canadian pro­ 
ducer without hurting either him or 
the consumer. 
The Conservative lit­ 
erature tells the same electors that 
when Canada really wanted reciprocity, 
and wanted in vain, the country was 
young and unable to offer a home mar­ 
ket valuable enough to keep the farm­ 
er going. 
It also tells him that reci­ 
procity leads to commercial union and 
that commercial union means annexa­ 
tion and tho end of British traditions 
In North America.

Nationalists’ Campaign. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier held only one 
fleeting in the province of Ontario and 
has since been campaigning in his own 
province of Quebec, endeavoring by 
the force of his personal influence with 
the French Canadian electorate to 
item the tide of nationalism. 
The 
most pressing danger to the govern­ 
ment is to be found in the Nationalist 
campaign headed by Henri Bourassa, 
a former Liberal, in Quebec. 
Bourassa, who is the grandson of 
Louis Papineau,"a French Canadian 
patriot of bygone days, has broken 
with his old leader and has recently 
acquired 
extraordinary 
strength 
in 
Quebec as the champion of the so call­ 
ed rights of the French Canadian mi­ 
nority. 
Ile is making his fight on the 
naval policy of the LTturier govern­ 
ment and the participation by Canada 
ha British foreign quarrels and wars.

In the provinces west of Lake Su­ 
perior little change is looked for. The 
Conservatives are strong in Manitoba, 
aided by a strong provincial govern­ 
ment, and will be able to avert exten­ 
sive losses even in the constituencies 
where the grain growers, the most ar­ 
dent advocates of reciprocity, are In­ 
fluential. 
Saskatchewan and Alberta are al­ 
ready almost solidly Liberal, so that 
there is little for the government to 
gain and little for the Conservatives 
to lose in those provinces. 
The ouly fight of much interest is in 
Edmonton, where Frank Oliver, minis­ 
ter of -<he Interior, is combating a 
split among his own party.

Some Holding Aloof. 
One of the big features promised by 
advance agents of the campaign is 
lacking.

He took up the study

advanced tariff reformer.

Senator Mills w as one of the great 
champions for free Cuba, and in Jan­ 
uary, 1807, he assailed President Cleve 
land for having opposed the independ­ 
ence of the island.

Early returns of the election indicated 
a sweeping victory for Jose Renteria, 
opponent of Banderas for the gover­ 
norship. 
The result is taken to indi­ 
cate that the populace does not ap­ 
prove of Governor Banderas’s threat 
to declare the independence of Sin­ 
aloa from Mexico. 
The Fourteenth corps of rurales as 
well as a battalion of infantry under 
the command of General Jose Refugio 
Velasco, have left to take the field at 
Culican against Banderas. 
General 
Velasco has also been ordered to take 
the government of the state of Sin­ 
aloa into his hands, according to a 
statem ent made by Minister Granados 
On the way to Sinaloa, Genei’al Velas­ 
co’s forces will be joined by other 
troops. 
Afraid that fair elections will not be 
held in October, the backers of Gen 
erai Bernardo Reyes, who call their 
organization the Popuar Revolution­ 
ist party, will present a petition to the 
chamber of deputies and the senate on 
Sept. 17, asking th at the elections be 
postponed. Meantime election instruc­ 
tions have been sent out to the gov­ 
ernors of the states and territories of 
the republic.
